Nov, 22—Japan was 
^aroused today by the sinking of the 
11,9 30-ton Japanese liner Terukuni 
Maru In the mine-infested waters 
off the English coast. 
A foreign office spokesman said 
that government was 
“ gravely 
concerned" over the loss of the 
ship, and was awaiting proof of 
ownership of the mine responsible 
for sending it to the bottom.

“ The government will take ap­ 
propriate steps when full circum­ 
stances of the disaster are estab­ 
lished," the spokesman added. 
It was learned that Japan will 
not claim indemnity. Japanese un­ 
derwriters 
are paying 
5,000,000 
yen to cover loss of the vessel.

ships would not cease making trips 
to Europe as a. rc« iii of the dis­ 
aster.

Italian Ship Sinks 
LONDON, 
Nov. 
22~-While 
Great Britain moved to place re­ 
taliatory measures against Ger­ 
many’s “ blitzkrieg at sea" into 
^immediate effect, another neutral 
•vessel ran afoul of a mine today 
off the southeast coast of Eng­ 
land. 
It w’as announced that the Ital­ 
ian steamer Fianona received a 
serious hole in its hull when it 
struck a mine. 
The 
crippled vessel 
remained 
afloat, however, and tugs today 
were trying to tow her to port. 
After the ship struck the mine, 
a lifeboat sped to the scene and 
•stood by the rest of the night. It 
was understood that none of the 
ship’s 33 crew members was injur­ 
ed.

SPRINGS, Ga., Nov. 22—President 
Roosevelt came back today to his 
“ other 
home" in Georgia, 
the 
Warm Springs Infantile Paraly­ 
sis Foundation he organized and 
made famous, to carve Thanksgiv­ 
ing turkey as usual for the young­ 
sters 
who are patients 
there. 
Georgia, by order of Governor E. D. 
Rivers, w'as accepting the Presi­ 
dent’s newly proclaimed Thanks­ 
giving day tomorrow along with 
about half the other states. 
The presidential special toured 
south through the night through 
snow flurries in Virginia and else­ 
where. 
As is his custom. Mr. Roosevelt 
planned to devote the better part 
of the week’s stay at his Warm 
Springs cottage—the “ little White 
House"— on Pine Mountain to re­ 
lax ation and sport in the body 
temperature naturally spring-fed 
swimming pool. 
Some w’ork inevitably w’as in 
prospect. It appeared the President 
might spend some time further 
W’eighing nex t year’s budget esti­ 
mates in order to pare them to a 
point w’here additional tax es w'ill 
not be necessary. 
Mrs. Roosevelt accompanied the 
ex ecutive south and will help offi­ 
ciate tomorrow at the turkey din- 
trim mings in Georgia 


Pickaway County relief grants 
will be reduced approx imately 20 
percent beginning Friday.

The annou nce­ 
ment of Gestapo chieftain Hein­ 
rich Himmler regarding their al­ 
leged participation in the con­ 
spiracy charged that they had 
long maintained headqu arters at 
The Hagu e. 
"This British intelligence serv­

among New Dealers, The President, great­ 
est spender of them all, has sent blunt 
orders down the line that all estimates for 
the new budget must be pared to the bone. 
The boys just don’t know what to make 
of it. 
They expected economy demands 
from Congress, but for Roosevelt to wield 
the ax has cut them to the quick. 
And they know he isn’t kidding be­ 
cause of what he already has done to 
WPA. 
He has quietly ordered its new ap­ 
propriation slashed to $1,000,000,000— a 
cut of $500,000,000 under the current bud­ 
get.

MAPS FOR A QUEER WAR 
N 
EWSPAPER readers who remember the 
war maps published in 1914-18 find 
the current output quite different. 
There 
is good reason. 
The war itself is unlike 
the last war and unlike the kind of war 
everyone expected. 
So far there are no great battles any­ 
where along the western front, and conse­ 
quently maps do not need to show ad­ 
vances or retreats or areas captured. There 
are 
maps, 
however, 
which 
show 
the 
boundaries of 1914, 1921, 1938 and 1939. 
A recent newspaper map, described as a 
“blackboard map of Europe showing the 
war in the tenth week”, presents Europe’s 
different countries in outline only. 
It is 
covered with balloons bearing explanatory 
legends about the spots to which arrows 
point. 
A few examples explain the method. 
“Holland and Belgium Make Peace Plea,” 
reads the one over those countries. 
An­ 
other, near Munich, says, “Attempt to Kill 
Hitler.” 
Hovering 
over 
Rome 
is 
this: 
“Italian Press Tells Russia to Keep Out of 
Balkans.” 
U p near Bergen one finds 
“U. S. Crew to Sail Flint Home.” 
The tenth week of the war may have 
been strangely inactive in the military 
zone, but it was lively enough in the con­ 
trolled press of the totalitarian countries, 
in the capitals of neutral nations, and 
everywhere on the propaganda front. 


SUPREME COURT BATTLE 
There was a touch of the old Supreme 
Court fight in what Roosevelt said about 


j the late Justice Butler, but you had to 
I hear the words read aloud to get it. 
Newsmen at Steve Early’s press confer­ 
ence asked if the President had any com­ 
ment to make on the death of the Supreme 
Court Justice.

Lactic acid undoubt­ 
edly is helpful in certain cases of 
intestinal indigestion. 
In the preparation of lactic acid 
m ixture, after the standard form ula 
has been made, 60 drops of lactic 
acid, which can be bought a t a drug 
store, are added to each pint of milk.

Psoriasis 
W hat is the m odem treatm ent of 
psoriasis?

W hat to do for 


Unerupted Teeth 
W hat should be done for an 
unerupted tooth? 
Wisdom teeth are usually 
those which do not erupt. They 
are often found to be lying in 
the jaw crooked or sidewise. 
When thus wrongly directed, 
they impinge on their neigh­ 


bors and inflammation ensues. 
When this occurs, the gum at 
first becomes inflamed and the 
chewing muscles take part in 
the reaction and the jaw is 
partly locked. 
The infection may extend 
down the neck or local abces- 
ses may form. When this oc­ 
curs, of course, the unerup'ed 
tooth m ust be removed after in­ 
flammation has subsided in or­ 
der to prevent recurrence. 
Som etim es an u n e ru p te d 
tooth, even when not inflamed, 
causes peculiar neuralgic-like 
pains. In many cases, however, 
an unerupted tooth is silent and 
is only discovered by a routine 
examination with the x ray. 
The best rule is to let sleeping, 
unerupted teeth lie.

maintains its own prestige. 
Dr. Watts said that by 1750 all 
forms of pottery, brick, tile, earth­ 
enware, majolica 
and stoneware 
were known, and we at this time 
know of no others. The techniq ue 
in manufacture has improved but 
there are no new wares. 
The industry in America accord­ 
ing to Dr. Watts began with the 
making of bricks 
in Jamestown 
about 1012.

few years later 
they made roofing 
tile, finding 
that 
fire proof 
materials 
for 
building homes were necessary to 
protect the settlers from the In­ 
dians. In brief, he mentioned that 
earthenware was made in 168 5 in 
New Jersey; 
stonew'are in New 
York in 1735; terra cotta in 1765, 
and fire brick in 18 12. 
Interesting indeed was the story 
of growth of the industry in Ohio 
where much clay and shale is 
found underlying 
the coal beds. 
The shale is especially fine grain­ 
ed and used in the better pottery, 
much of which is made at Zanes­ 
ville and East Liverpool.
